he requires at a reaso nable price and 
upo n term s o f 
abso lute 
equality. 
W henever an article which is a neces­ 
sity to the life o f the peo ple shall 
be co ntro lled by any o re co rpo ratio n, 
th a t co rpo ratio n will be im pressed 
w ith a quasipublic ch aracter and be 
m ade subject to g o vernm ental co n­ 
tro l. 
“The seco nd m etho d which Is feo r- 
ed is fo r the co rpo ratio n to co ncen­ 
tra te its po wer to crush a hum ble ri­ 
val at a g iven po int, even at a lo ss to 
itself, and then to resum e undisput­ 
ed sway 
If co rpo ratio ns shall un­ 
wisely em plo y this m etho d they will 
m eet with rebbuke fro m the Am eri­ 
can peo ple The larg e m anufacturing 
co rpo ratio ns— tho se 
whi^h 
eo nfio l 
m o re than o ne-half o f th eir several 
pro ducts— affect the co untry 
as 
a 
who le. If they shall us* their po w er 
in this tyrannical way to Require mo ­ 
no po ly, why sho uld 
^hey 
no t be 
bro ug ht w ithin the principle o f like 
barg e fo r like service? 
“The third m etucd is by discrim ­ 
inatio n m ade by tne transpo rtatio n 
co m panies in favo r o f the g reater 
:o ncern. 
In o ne case it was pro ved 
th at the larg er co m pany no t o nly re ­ 
ceived a suo stanU al re bue fro m the 
railro ad co mpany, but th a t it was a l­ 
so g iven a larg e part o f Hi* full rate 
paid by the sm aller co m petito r. This 
is no t co m petitio n: it is no t co o per­ 
atio n; it is co nspiracy, 
“ The interstate 
co m m erce 
law. 
fo unded upo n wise principles, is in­ 
tended to and has in a m easure, co r­ 
rected this abuse. It has, ho wever, 
been fo und well nig h im po ssible to 
co nvict vio lato rs o f this law. It ia a l­ 
ways difficult to enfo rce penalties in 
a crim inal pro ceeding . 
“ So serio us and

this evil that I would make the re­

A third num ber was added to the 
list o f recent. Dixo n accidents this 
m o rning when Geo 
Ranso m, a fa r­ 
m er living so uthw est o f to w n, was 
struck at the M cRo berts 
cro ssing , 
abo ut a mile and a quarter west o f 
Dixo n by the Sterling passeng er east- 
bo und, a t <: 19 o ’clo ck. By a seem - 
iu g m iracle Mr. Ranso m escaped with 
his life and cam e safely thro ug h the 
tang led mass o f wreckag e and strug ­ 
g ling ho rses precipitated to the side 
o f the track when the train struck 
his wag o n. Ranso m was driving to 
to wn with his reg ular m o rning m ilk 
supply and in cro ssing the railro ad 
tracks at the scene o f the accident 
either did no t hear the appro aching 
o ars o r attem pted to pass befo re the 
train reached him 
At any rate the 
.wag o n was but three-quarters o f the 
way acro ss the east bo und 
track 
when the pilo t o f the eng ine struck 
it and hurled it thro ug h the air. The 
ho rses became entang led in the har- 
ness and fell in a heap, o ne anim al 
breaking the rig ht hind leg nera the 
hip. 


The wag o n was bro ken into splin­ 
ters and the fro nt trucks were landed 
abo ut fifty feet directly no rth o f the 
cro ssing . 
F o rtunately fo r Mr. 
Ranso m he 
cleared all the wreckag e and lang ed 
w itho ut serio us injury. A deep cut o n 
the fo rehead bled fo r so me tim e and 
the left arm was badly w renched,;

m aterial nature with the exceptio n o f 
several bruises. 
W hen picked up 
he was dazed and helpless and was 
taken to Dixo n o n the train, being 
cared fo r here at the ho spital. 
Upo n exam inatio n it was 
fo und 
th a t o ne rib was bro ken and o ne frac­ 
tured o n the rig ht side o f the bo dy 
and th at in several places the skin 
had been scraped o ff fro m sliding 
co ntact with the g ro und. 
Milk cans to the num ber o f tw en­ 
ty-fo ur wfere carried o n the wag o n 
and after the accident were fo und 
scattered far up the tracks. One 
rear 
wheel o f the wag o n was fo und fifty 
yards fro m the cro ssing along the 
track and the rig h t o f way fence at 
the cro ssing was splintered to a co n­ 
siderable extent.

Comparin g two parts 
of the city in which the con d ition s, ex­ 
cept as to water supply, are almost the 
same, It was foun d that in the on e sup­ 
plied with filtered water the occurren ce 
rate of typhoid fev er was oue In fiv e 
thousan d , while in the others, in which 
the uufiltered water was d run k, it was 
on e in sixteen hun d red . 
But a city with an id eal water sup­ 
ply may be scourged with typhoid 
fev er, although less sev erely, through 
the med ium of impure Ice, aud it Is al­ 
most as importan t to kn ow where the 
ice is cut, or with what water it Is 
mad e, if artificial, as where the city 
water comes from. Not lon g sin ce a 
n umber of officers on on e of the Un ited 
States ships 
in the Med iterran ean 
squad ron were taken d own with ty­ 
phoid fev er. When the source of the 
in fection was traced it was foun d to be

Not on ly has typhoid followed the eat­ 
in g of thf’se fish, hut the typhoid bacilli 
hav e been foun d in the stomachs of the 
oysters. 
Raw v egetables used for salad s may 
hav e been grown in soil con tamin ated 
with slops used as fertilizers or may 
hav e been washed in in fected water. * 
Un less n water supply Is abov e sus­ 
picion all that used for d rin kin g, tooth 
clean in g an d in the kitchen should be 
boiled an d the d rin kin g water cooled 
by puttin g v essels con tain in g it on the 
Ice, n ot by puttin g ice in the water it­ 
self. 
Fin ally, great care should lie taken 
to screen all food from flies, for if 
there is a case of typhoid fev er in the 
n eighborhood flies may become most

W ashington. July 23— The 
num ­ 
ber of casualties on the railroads of 
the United States continues to grow 
i nsplte of the installing of life saving 
and safety devices, according to the 
report of the in terstate 
commerce 
commission for the three 
m onths 
ending March 81, 1906. 
The total num ber of casualties for 
the first three m onths of the year 
was 3 8,296. Of these 1,126 were kill­ 
ed and 3 7,1 70 were injured. 
This is an increase of 17 in the 
num ber of killed and fifty-two in the 
num ber injured over those reported 
in the preceding three m onths. 
The num ber of passengers and em ­ 
ployes killed in train accidents was 
274, as against 32u in the preceding 
three m onths— a decrease of 4 6 in 
the total num ber of killed. 
The total num ber of collisions and 
derailm ents was 3,490— 1,921 colli­ 
sions and 1,596 derailm ents 
which were collisions and 167 derail 
rnents affecting passenger trains
